John W. Candier of Boston responded to 
the toast The East.”

To all these things a 
listening ear was given. To the policy of 
commercial extension and the implanting of 
American institutions in other Jeas free coun- 
tries keen thought was being given. The peo- 
ple of New England believed not only in reci- 
toe but, as a consequence, in the exten- 
sion of the domains of this country to Can- 
ada, Cuba, Hayti, and to some of the South 
American republics.

AND TAKES POSSESSION. 
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The Pries Paid for the Property Is Said to 
Be $300,000—The “Mail” Not Included 
in the Purchase-—Carter Begins by Dis- 
placing the Conventional Editorial “We” 
for His Pet Pronoun “I”—Claims to 
Have a Syndicate Behind Him, 

Carter H. Harrison has an organ at last. 
The Chicago Times, his whilem bitter enemy, 
has surrendered, horse, foot, and dragoons. 
The investiture was cumpieted yesterday. 

This pronounced flop can hardly be te 
a change of beart,“ however. ‘he change 
consisted primarily of a large slice of Mr. 
Harrison’s plethoric bank account for Capt. 
Huiskamp’s newspaper. The ex-Mayor, ex- 
Congressman, ex- globe trotter, and physician- 
extraordinary to the local Democratic 
party (for the present campaign only) 
has found a ne, 
congenial, «field for his exceptional 
activity, and this morning appears before the 
public in the role of editor-in-chief of the sen- 
ior Democratic paper of Chicago. 

Whether the purchase of the ‘Times was 
made for the purpose originally reported— 
booming the ex-Mayor's candidacy for a Pres- 
idential nominatson—or whether the ex-Mayor 
is now an ex-candidate and intends dropping 
the Edward and Henry business for that of a 
Warwick, does not as yet appear. And 
whether his lately assumed vocation af injec- 
tor of the bichloride of harmony into the 
Democratic party will prove consistent with 
the new duties of editor is also a matter for 
conjecture. 

In certain quarters there 1s much knocking 
together of knees and dire foreboding. The 
impression prevails that Carter will stand on

The “ Mail” Not Included, 

The transaction does not include any real 
estate or the Evening Mail. The future own- 
ersmp of the Mail is a subject of current dis- 
cussion. Mr. Harrison says Mr. Joseph R. 
Dunlop has purchased it, while Capt. Huis- 
kamp asserts that no transfer has been made. 
That Mr. Dunlop will edit and manage the 
Mail is conceded by both, It is understood 
Mr. Dunlop can have the paper as soon as he

Is A WARNING TO ALL HONEST CITIZENS. 


The Michigan Legisiature’s Action Upheld 
by the Supreme Court. 

“This decision practically sustains all the 
acts of the last Democratic Michigan Legisla- 
ture, but it will attract the attention of good 
citizens to the blows aimed at free govern- 
ment by that body,” said Judge B. J. Brown of 
Menominee, Mich., who was at the Auditorium 
yesterday. He had received a é4elégram an- 
nouncing that the Supreme Court ot Michigan 
had just declared that the organization of 
Dickinson County was valid. Ju Brown was 
at — 5 Friday, when he made a strong 
argument in the celebrated Dickinson County 
cases. That county was organized by the last 
Legislature out of portions of Marquette, 
Menominee, and Iron Mountain Counties. It 
was organized solely in the interests of the 
Democratic reapportiontment of the State, and 
was named in honor of Don Dickinson, 
Cleveland’s Postmaster-General. 

The bill passed the Senate by a vote of 17 to 
16, the deciding one being that of 
Charles A. Friedlander, a Democrat who was 
seated in place of Charles Morse, a Repub- 
lican. The Auditor-General of the State at- 


*tempted to spread the tax levy for Dickinson 


County over the divided Menominee County, 
but the latter county refused to stand 
load. Auditor-General prayed for a 
mandamus, but the Supreme Court decided 
that Menominee could not be held for the por- 
tion of it which was transferred to Dickinson 
County. 

The validity of the organization of Diek - 
inson County,” said Judge Brown, “figured 
as a constitutional question in the controversy, 
and the constitutional question was the one 
decided today. The Supreme Court has three 
Democratic and two Republican Judges. Ite 
decision er- s that Friedlander was 
really a Senator when Dickinson County was 
organized, and sanctions all the acts of the 
body of which he was one. I do not know 
that a different decision would have upset the 
electoral law and reapportionment act, by 
which the State was ge as the 
Democrats were aided in those. measures by 
the Patron of Industry, members of the Legis- 
lature, but the people already disgusted with 
the record acts of that Legislature will 
rise up and déclare against any repetition of 
it.

The government 
of Honduras protested against the high-handed 
action of the Niobe’s commander, who had 
not even asked an investigation. They also 
pointed out the unsettled condition of the 
country at the time.

Vessels That Could Be Put in Shape for 
Service in aShort Time. 


trim at the present moment to handle Chile 
with ease. Admiral Irwin, commandant at 
Mare Island, in discussing the question said: 
We can handle Chile easily without any ad- 
ditional work or preparation. We have ships 
enough in fighting trim now to squelch Chile. 
Valparaiso is the key to the entire situation, 
and I do not apprehend any difficulty in 
capturing the key.. Of course, we should 
want Iquique as well, for that is 
Chile’s purse: I say take it, not block- 
ade it. Nitrate exporters do not 
care whom they pay the duty to, and if we 
did not want it we could gurn it over te Peru, 
from whom Chile took it. I think this talk 
about privateers doing damage to American 
commeree in the event of war is nonsense. If 
it really has any foundation it would mean 
that privateers would be foreign vessels under 
the Chilean flag, as certain foreign elements 
have interest in stirring up strife. As far as 
Chile alone is concerned there is . to 
worry about. It could be taken care of by 
vessels entering the port of San Francisco 
that have been found up to the qualifications 
of the naval reserve standard. The Board of 
Inspection, of which I was formerly at the 
head, has been most thorough in its examina- 
tion, and has fouud almost sufficient, vessels 
to oppose Chilé without the rest of the navy if 
we only had a few modern guns to put on 
them.’ 

The wooden fleet now at Mare Island navy- 
yard consists of six vessels—the Omaha, Mo- 
hican, Thetis, Ranger, Adams, and Swatara. 
— are now in progress on the first four, 

they could go to sea in ashorttime. The 
Omaha and Swatara are out of commission 
and would take longer to prepare. The 
single-turreted monitor Comanche, with two 
smooth-bore guns, now at the island, could go 
to sea in a few days. The double-turreted 
Monadnock, the companion ship of the Mian- 
tonomah, has no armor as yet, and cannot be 
completed under six months. The coast de- 
fense vessel Monterey, now under construc- 
tion at the Union iron works, has no armor 
as yet, but could gointo action without it if 
necessary. Irving Scott, one of the proprie- 
tors of the works, says it could be ready for 
sea within six weeks. 


ADMIRAL BROWN NOT TO BLAME. 


The American Naval Officer Explains 
Away Chilean Charges. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Oct. 31—|Special.]—A 
letter from Valpariso, Chile, written under 
date of Sept. 15, two weeks subsequent to the 
downfall of the Balmaceda Government, re- 
counts the fact that at that time there was a 
feehng of great bitterness toward United 
States Minister Egan and the American naval 
forces. The newspapers, which began publi- 
cation after the success of the Congressional- 
ists, continued to reiterate that Minister Egan 
had favored Balmaceda, but it was also con- 
ceded that he had protected a number of Con- 
gressional adherents when Balmaceda was in 
power. When the conflict closed the fact that 
he had afforded protection to the adherents of 
Balmaceda was urged against him as showing 
his sympathy with the downfallen administra- 
tion. The intimation thatthe son of the 
United States Minister was interested in 
a railway enterprise was also cited as a rea 
son for the opposition to the Minister and the 
claim was also made that the latter intended 
embarking in commercial enterprise in Chile 
when his term of office' expired if Balmaceda 


succeeded. It was acknowledged that no evi- 


dence was given in proof of these allegations, 
but they were printed and added to the feel- 
ing of animosity in the popular mind against 
the American Embassy. The papers also 
made attacks against the American naval 
force, owing to the chase of the Itata, and the 
statement was repeatedly made in Valparaiso 
and Santiago papers to the effect that Ad- 
miral Brown, in his flagsmp San Francisco, 
had given warning of the landing of the Con- 
8 at Quinteros Bay to Balmace- 

a’s officers, even going to the point of stating 
that he had on board of his flagship an officer 
or representative of Balmacedu's army. This 
was called to the attention of Admiral Brown 
in a note from Minister Egan, and the former 
replied in the followi letter, which was 
printed in the principal Valparaiso and Santi- 
ago papers: 

My Dear Mr. Egan: I am in receipt of your 
note of yesterday in regard to the slanderous 
article which appeared in several newspapers 
relative to my going in this ship to the vicinity of 
Quinteros the afternoon of the 20th ult. I have 
to say that under ordinary circumstances I would 
consider it beneath my dignity as an officer of the 
United States vp d to notice, even in this un- 
official way, sueb charges as are made. However, 
I will give in a brief way a statement of the events 
of the day. As was my usual custom, I went on 
shore 1 citizen's dress for a „ at gs 9a. 
m., and meeting a government officer who spoke 
English I asked him if there were any — 
near. He ee at once: Les; the Opposition 
has made a landing at Quinteros,” In order to 
verify his statement or disprove it I went at 
once to the office of Admirai Viel, and 
he, gave me the particulars of the landing. 
I came aboard and informed the German Admiral 
Valois and the senior British officer, Capt. St. 
Clair, of my intention of going to Quinteros, and 
atthe same time said I would take an officer 
from their vessels if * desired to send one. 
Admiral Valois did - so. I reached Quinteros Bay 
about 2:30 p. m., and, seeing no evidence of a bat- 
tle, came back to this port, where we anchored at 
about 5 p. m. Isent an officer on shore with a 
cablegram, whith he had to take to the Intend- 
encia to be 8 My message was to the 
Secretary of Navy and was in code, so no one 
knew its purport. ‘The officer who went on shore 
told me thet every one knew that the opposition 
had reached Aconcagua River; in fact, he 
obtained more information than I had. All I 
knew was that a landing had been maiie and that 
no fighting hud taken 72 within sight of the 
ships. The afternoon of the 28th ult. I called in 
uniform on Admiral Montt and Col. Herley and 
renewed my acguaintance with them which had 
been made at Iquique Iwas cordially received 
by both gentlemen. At that time I explamed to 
Sefior Montt ali the facts connected with my visit 
to Guinteros, so this I say officially that no one 
except the German officer, other than those be- 
longing to my ship, wason board at the time. 
Yours, very truly, GEORGE Brown, 

Rear Admiral. 

Even after the publication of Admiral 
Brown's letter the statements originally made 
were reiterated, and the fact that Vicuna and 
other officials of the late government were 
given protection on board the American war- 
ships was cited as further proof of American 
hostility, although the same course was pur- 
sued by the German Admiral. It was cited 
that English and French ships would not re- 
ceive any of the fleeing officials on board. 
Owing to these repeated statements a distinct 
feeling of hostiity was created in the public 
mind against all Americans in Chile.

THINKS EGAN SHOULD BE RECALLED. 


, —— 
A Chilean Railroad; Contractor Talks of the 
South American Situation. 

New York, Oct. 31.—[Special.]—Mr. Wendt, 
who has resided in Chile and Bolivia for the 
last six years, is now in this city purchasing 
rolling stock on behalf of the Huanchaca com- 
pany, for the railroad in process of construc- 
tion and now nearly completed, from Antofa- 
gasta, Chile, to Overo, Bolivia. In regard to 
Chilean affairs he said today: lu my opinion 
there would have been no trouble between 
Chile and the United States if Mr. Egan, the 
United States Minister, had been 
removed. the moment the United States 
Government discovered that his dispatches 
from Chile in regard to Chilean affairs were 
incorrect. I do notcharge Minister Egan 
with having knowingly misrepresented the 
facte, but he believed in Balmaceda and sided 
with his government, and, deriving his infor- 
mation from Balmaceda and his allies, his dis- 
patches necessarily failedto represent the true 
condition of things. In this Mr. Egan seri- 
ously blundered and showed himself to bea 
poor diplomat. Itold him what would be the 
result of the revolution. Of course Balmaceda 
was overthrown, as nearly everybody knew he 
would be, and bemg an excessively proud man 
and dee ly chagrined at his defeat he sought 
to hide his shame in ‘suicide,”’ 

„What do you think will be the result of 
the recent trouble culminating in the shooting 
of American sailors?”’ 

„That depends,” he replied, upon the 
action which Secretary Blaine will take. At 
the end of the war between Chile, Bolivia, and 
Peru the Chilean Government thought, and 
believed it had good reason for thinking so, 
that the United States Government would in- 
terfere with its possession of the saltpetre 
provinces and thus seriously cripple its re- 
sources. Such belief excited great hostility 
— the Chilean but matters were 
smoothed over during sident Cleveland’s 
term of office. The feeling of hostility has 
been, however, renewed through the mistake 
of Minister Egan in supporting an unpopular 
dictator, and will undoubtedly seriously inter- 
rupt business relations between the two gov- 
ernments,”’ 

Mr. Wendt added that he believed the pres- 
ent government ia Chile would be permanent 
and that all industries would’ rapidly revive. 
At the meeting of Congress there would, he 
thought, be some changes made in the consti- 
tution looking to the curtailment of the pow- 
ers of the President, so as to make him more 
subject to the control of the House and Sen- 
ate. As an indication of ‘his own belief in 
the stability of the Chilean Government he 
said that he had just ordered several steam- 
ship loads of railroad supplies.

Evolation of the Drink Habit from a Vice 
to a Disease. 

Evanston Indem: In its early stages the 
habit of drinking is purely and simply a 
habit. It has resulted in comparatively little 
change of the nervous system, and if the in- 
dividual were placed in a position where the 
liquor could be obtained be would abstain un- 
consciously and almost. wholly without any 
effort. This distinction must be sharply 
drawn in considering the general subject ot m- 
ebniety. 

It is the progression of the habit into the 


disease which is at the very foundation of 


any discussion of the evolution of in- 
ebriety. At first a man is in the habit 
of drinkmg now. and then, apparently 
with but little injury to himself. He can 
undoubtedly at this stage stop at any time 
that he has a sufficiently strong motive, or b 
the withdrawal of the environment whic 
would lead him to drink. He probably never 
takes a drink at all during the daytime or at 
least during business hours. As a rule at this 
2 the drinking of young men is confined 
to the evening. They go out to the theater 
and with a party of friends take a drink be- 
tween the acts, or at the close of the perform- 
ance. A game of cards at the house of a 
friend may be accompanied by a bottle of 
beer or wine, and the evening is passed in a 
reasonably sober way. 8 

In the course of time the man who is start- 
ing on his drinking career loses his domestic 
tastes to a large extent. When at home with 

arents and brothers and sisters, or at the 

ouses of friends in the ordinary round of 
social duties, he is more or less ill at ease and 
anxious for novelty. Hence it comes that the 
evenings in which an odd drink or two is 
taken become more and more frequent. Nat- 
urally his associations become more and more 
with men who are in the habit of drinking. 
Soon not an evening passes that alcohol in 
some form is not introduced into the system. 
Occasionally, of course, he drinks more than 
his brain can and becomes more or less 
intoxicated. 

All this, however, is likely to be at night 
time. He still attends to his business duties 
with absolute regularity. Sometimes in the 
morning he does not feel quite as well as he 
might, but a good washing and a substantial 
breakfast put him on his feet completely. At 
this stage his general physical condition is 
good, and the habit, while it has developed to 
some extent into a disease, may still be 
stopped. His physical resources are such 
that, although he may be grossly intoxicated 
at night, he is enabled in the morning to 
** brace up and recovers rapidly from the ef- 
fects of the aicoholic poison, His nervous sys- 
tem is still so strong that ite entire energies 
are opened toward the rejection of the poison. 

Then comes a time when 22 drinking 
begins to have its effect on general phys- 
ical condition. Outside of the mere craving 
for stimulation the forces of the body have 
been so impaired that the man finds some 
little difficulty in making a complete recov- 
ery. He is occasionally subject to a headache 
in the morning, dullness during the entire 
day, and a general harassing fear of detec- 
tion, either at the office or at his home. Still 
he keeps up his evil courses, and day by day 


the reaction or the unnatural stimulation be- | 


comes greater. Just here enters a new 
factor. Hitherto, the man has gone on 
a series of isolated drunks. Each 
has been independent of the other. 
almost if not entirely. Now, however, the 


morning is begun by 1 a friend who. 
a 


has had experience suggests cocktail, or 
some similar iniquitous decoction, will assist 
in the “ bracing up” process which has be- 
come so necessary. is does its work for 
a while, but after a short time it too has its 
reactionary effect, and an additional stimu- 
lant becomes necessary. man some day 
leaves his desk in the middle of the forenoon 
or afternoon, or at least feverishly awaits the 
luneheon hour or the close of business in the 
evenmg. The grip of the poisonous alcohol 
has at last been fastened on the entire system, 
and although he may not realize it he is abso- 
lutely unable to throw it off. 

The effects of his nocturnal habits begin to 
show themselves. In face and figure at 
lastshows the marks of his excesses. He 
barely escapes shame and disgrace and finally 
in his office is on the ragged edge, his em- 
ployers having seen the ger and given him 
ample warning. 

Then comes the break. After a night spent 
in dissipation the usual morning cocktail is 
expanded into two or three or a dozen. The 
man is speedily reintoxicated early in the day, 
and is either ashamed to go to his business or 
else is in such a condition that he is absolutely 
incapacitated. Having become reckless, 
he remains in this deplorable condition 
fora day or two. Then comes bitter re- 
morse and an earnest effort to rehabilitate 
himself, Through the medium of his own 
promises or by the influence of family and 
friends he is reinstated in his office work. 
For a ttme he does absolutely refrain from the 
use of er and is apparently 
all right again, when all of a sudden he falls 
down, the old experience is repeated, and he 
takes the last step. . 

It may be that at about this stage in his 
career some strong incentive is given him by 
which his will power, temporarily at least, is 
so strengthenéd As to be able to overcome the 
craving for the alcoholic stimulant. He falls 
in love with a worthy woman, pos- 
sibly marries her, and is affec- 
tion is sufficiently strong to redeem 
him for the time being. When the first flush 
of the tender passion leaves him his will pow- 
er, of course, is lessened, and once again, after 
weeks or months or years of sobriety, he falls 
back into his old course. The same experience 
may be his in the case of strong religious ex- 
citement. He may honestly and faithfully be 
converted to the necessity of living a better 
life, and of being born again. While the first 

em of his enthusiasm are upon him he is in 

o danger of going back to his old courses, 
because his will power has received a decided 
accession of strength, and until that has 
been dissipated, which generally comes, he 
will be a model member of society. 

In case of the man, whatever may be his 
periods of partial reformation, who finally 
goes to the extent of becoming a complete and 
pitiful drinker, there is one significant thing 
which shows absolutely and completely the 
hold which alcohol has acquired upon his sys- 
tem. Nine men out of ten who go off ona 
long debauch, extending ibly from three 
days to a week or two, will acknowledge that 
during that time they could and did eat little or 
nothing. This seems incredible to people 
who have not had the experience, and yet it is 
an absolute fact, well attested by the vol- 
untary declaration of several thousand 
men who have undergone treatment under 
Dr. Keeley at Dwight. When drinking heavi- 
ly men can go for a week or two at a time 
with only an odd scrap or two of food, an oc- 
casional sandwich picked up ata free lunch 
counter, or some similar makeshift, and even 
that is not absolutely necessary. When men 
have arrived at this stage the habit of drink- 
ing is no longer merely a habit, but a disease. 
They have learned absolutely to live on alco- 
holic stimulation, They can do and do do 
without the food products to which they were 
accustomed in their normal condition. Alco- 
hol is their food, and ordinary food is a mere 
makeshift, filling in the time from one alco- 
holic meal to another alcoholic meal. 

We refrain from sketching the description of 
the physiological action of alcohol on the 
nervous system, and showing incidentally that 
that patient—for patient he is—is now abso- 
lutely uninfluenced by the question of environ- 
ment of example, and that he drinks, not be- 
cause he is tempted, not because he wants to 
drink, but because he must drink.

The 
Comte de Paris at one time wished his son to 
marry his cousin, the daughter of the Duc de 
Chartres. The engagement was officially an- 
nounced. During the imprisonment of tile Duc 
d’Orleana at Clarvaux for having entered 
France contrary to the laws of exile the youn 
Princess went to see him in his cell,“ whic 
was a drawing-room. There are even photo- 
graphs of engaged couple. But 
once out of prison the Prince began to 
amuse himself. His parents always besought 
him to marry, but he always found a new pre- 
text to put off the wedding. There were those 
about his father, politicians, who. encouraged 
him to put it off in the hopeof making the 
Due d’Orleans contract a political marriage 
with a daughter of the Czar. But they counted 
without considering the youth of the Duc 
d’Orleans. He met Mme. Melba one day and 
then he thought no more of marrying the 
Russian Grand Duchess than the Princess. 

The romance commen in London, but 
continued all around Europe. Wherever en- 
gagements called Mine. Melba the Duc d’Or- 
leans followed, Everywhere, even to Paris, 
he accompanied her, disguised as a servané. 
The French police got wind of the affair and 
followed him day by day instead of arresting 
him. M. Constans, Minister of the Interior, 
had the news published in the papers. The 
Duke fled, covered with ridicule. couple 
were seen in St. r The Czar refused 
to receive the son of the Comte de 
Paris. At Vienna there was another 
misfortune; The Duke went into a 


stage box with Mme Mel which 


is contrary to all Viennese habits. Next day 
the Emperor requested him to leave Vienna: 
Next they were seen in the Caucasus, going 
from town to town, spe much money, 
coming no one knew whence, everywhere ex 
citing curiosity and criticism. They saw dur- 
ing these last days that the rumance was 
drawing toanend. Mme, Melba was getti 
tired of the Duke. But le petit Due lov 
still, and the end of the story is a demand for 
a divorce instituted by Capt. Armstrong. 

If the Duc d' Orleans ever had the least 
chance of attaining political power, what 
has happened would destroy it. In France 
one does not care for those who aspire to su- 
preme dignities to leave themselves open to 
criticism. We saw M. Grévy disappear be- 
cause his son-in-law was mixed up in a law. 
suit, The Orleans family expect that the Due 
d’Aumale, whom everybody reveres, will suf- 
fer from the fall of the Duc d’Orleans, and 
when we consider that at the same time the 
other pretender, Prince Victor Bonaparte, is 
at Brussels in a somewhat similar case, we 
may say that the republic has all the luck on 
its side and that the descendants of a family 
who have presided over France will . — 
be able to change the form of government.

MME. MELBA CHARGES CRUELTY. 


Capt. Armstrong’s Wife Surprised at Her 
Husband's Allegations, 
. [SPECIAL CABLE.| 

Paris, Oct. 31.—No one could have been 
more surprised than Mime. Melba when on 
Friday afternoon a smart London solicitor 
rapped at her door and being admitted served 
her with a copy of an application for divorce 
applied for by her husband, Capt. Charles 
Nesbit Francis Armstrong, and citing the 
co-respondent. 
Over six weeks ago ber  solicit- 
ors, Messrs. Malleson 4 Malleson, had 
filed on her behalf a petition to the high court 
of justice in Great Britain for judicial separa- 
tion from Armstrong on the ground of cruel- 
ty. She charges that within three months 
after their marriage, which took place in 1882, 
and at a time when she was in a delicate con- 
dition, he struck her with his fist on the cheek 
at Port Mackay, Queensland, This he did for 
the purpuse of obtaining money from her. 
Two months after the birth of her child, in 
December, 1883, he again assaulted her with a 
driving whip. In 1886, while on board the 
steamer Bengal, on the voyage from Mel- 
bourne, he assaulted ber twice with his fist, 
inflicting several injuries. 
sion she alleges he gave her a blow on the ear, 
knocking her down and causing deafness, 
which lasted several weeks. She alleges fur- 
ther that shortly after her marriage and until 
the spring of the present year, when he left 
for Australia, he continued to treat her with 
unkindness, extorting money and faili to 
contribute to her support. In 1887, at Tiras. 
sels, she alleges, he pursued her with a razor. 
In the autumn of 1889, at Lausanne, he vio- 
lently kicked her and threw a candlestick at 
her, which struck her a severe blow in the 
back.

Lonpon, Oct. 31.—The half-yearly meeting 
of the shareholders in the Société Anonym des 
Bains de Mer et du Cercle des Etrangers de 
Monaco, or, in other words, the gambling 
company at Monte Cario; was held yesterday 
afternoon at its headquarters in the Casino. 
In order to be competent to deliberate at this 
meeting a shareholder must own at least 200 
new shares out of 500 of the original value; 
and as a matter of fact the management is in 
the hands of comparatively few people. The 
report showed that the last year has been the 
most profitable in the history of the society, 
the total profits of the gaming table having 
been 21,000,000 francs. This is an advance of 
1,000,000 francs over the previous year, not- 
withstandmg the fact that during last March 
half a dozen plungers were breaking the bank 
daily and walked off with about 1,000,000 
francs. 

In the distribution of 12,000,000 francs (the 
net profits) among 60,000 shareholders the 
directors were only able to pay out absolutely 
a little over 11,000,000, as 1,000,000 has 
again been placed to the credit of the reserve 
fund established five years ago, with a view to 
the expiration of the concession granted by 
the Prince of Monaco to the society, which 
will take place A. D. 1913, so that in case of a 
non-renewal the society might be able to 
liquidate its affairs and to reimburse the share- 
holders in full.

Of this 
1,250,000 is paid for the concession; then 
250,000 is placed to the account of 
publicity,“ whichis the term used by the 
managers jor payments to certain French 
newspapers to secure from them a tolerant 
attitude towards the concern, The actual 
working expenses, such as salaries to the im- 
mense staff of croupiers, police detectives, the 
theatric and operatic com panies, the orchestra, 
etc., amount to considerably more than 
5,000,000 francs yearly, the balance being 
devoted to the expenses of the municipal 
government of the principality, which the so- 
ciety is bound by its cuntract to pay. 

When it is remembered that this is the only 
authorized gambling establishnient in Europe 
the receipts can scarcely be said to be extraor- 
dinarily large. [he managers, however, 
intend to extend operations still further dur- 
ing the coming winter.

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Great Exaggeratton, Rather a Healthy Cli- 


mate for White Men. 

The reports of the large mortality on the 
Congo, recently printed in French newspa- 
pers, have called out a letter fram Mr. A. J. 
Wauters, the well known Belgian geographer, 
in which he conclusively refutes.the exaggera- 
tions of the French writers, giving the facts 
and figures with regard to the actual mortal- 
ity among the white men on the Congo. He 
takes the following facts from the records of 
the five companies who have charge of a large 
part of the Congo enterprises. 

The Company for Commerce and Industry; 
organized, December, 1886; spent eighteen 
months in surveys for the railroad; trans- 
ported a stearsr to Stanley Pool; gave two 
years to explorations on the upper river; em- 
ployed altogether twenty-nine white men ; only 
one death. 

Company of General Stores; organized, Oc- 
tober, 1888; built some of the largest build- 
ings and atramway in Boma; established sev- 
eral hotels and stores; organized the Steam 
Transport Service on the Lower Congo, where 
it supports three establishments and a steam- 
er; employs fourteen white men; no deaths. 

Society of the Upper Congo; organized De- 
cember, 1888; perfected the porterage system 
in the region of the cataracts; carried to the 
Pool five steamers, and more than 40,000 
loads of merchandise; has conducted com- 
mercial explorations on the Rivers Kasai, 
Mongalla, Itimbiri, Lomami, and Lualaba as 
far as Nyangwe; trades in ivory and rubber; 
has a dozen establishments in the region of 
the cataracts and the upper Congo; owns nine 
steamers and employs today sixty white men; 
the death list in two years and eight months 
num bers seven men. 

The Company of Congo Products; organ- 
ized November, 1889; is conducting experi- 
ments in various cultures, cattle-raising, and 
fisheries; has six establishments on the lower 
Congo, and a fishing schooner; employs 
eighteen white agents; no deaths after two 
years of work. , 

The Katanga Company; organized April, 
1891, for scientific explorations, the exploita- 
tion of minerals, etc.; has at this time three 
expeditions in Central Africa, with a: white 
personnel numbering fifteen; at last accounts 
no deaths had occurred, 

These five societies,accordingly, have upon the 
Congo 130 white agents, and during all their 
period of work, only eight deaths haye occur- 
red among them. The fact is that the death 
rate on the Congo has been rapidly decreas- 
ing within the past three years, for the reason, 
that the hygienic rules necessary to observe in 
that region are now better understood and 
European comforts have been multiplying. 
White men in the Congo servicé now have bet- 
ter food, and adequate medical service. Itis 
believed that before many years the Congo 
climate will be regarded to be at least as 
healthful as that of India.

WINTER WELCOMED BY THE WEAL- 
THY, BUT DREADED BY THE POOR, 


Society Animated with the Prospect of 
Skating, Which Has Become a Popular 
Fad in the French Capital~The French 
Minister of Justice Copying Emperor 
William’s Most Recent Reform Move- 
ment—Attempts to Bring About a Rec- 
onciliation Between Milan and Natalie.

Panis, Oct. 31.—The first frost has come, the 
mornings are cold, the trees in the Bois de

Emulating Emperor Wiliam, 

At the council of ministers held this morn- 
ing, with President Carnot in the chair, the 
Minister of Justice explained the provisions of 
a bill which he intends to submit to the Cham- 
bers, directed. against the abettors of immo- 
rality. All keepers of lodging-houses, cafés, 
cabarets, and similar establishments found 
guilty of affording facilities for immoral prac- 
tices will by this bill be liable to terms of im- 
prisonment varying from three months to two 
years and to tines. varying from 100 
to 1.000 francs. Soutenirs, who are 
defined as men with no avowed profession, 
whether with or without domicile who subsist 
as hangers-on of depraved women, are to be 
punished in accurdance with Clause 277 of the 
penal code, and may in addition be forbidden 
to reside in the city where they are convicted 
for five years after their sentence. 

Efforts have been made for some time to 
stem the rising tide of immorality in Paris, 
but the police are powerless without special 
legislation on this most difficult subject. 

Any American who has visited Paris of late 
years can testify to the annoyance he has been

forced to bear at present as Countess Keschko, 
and is ambitious of resuming the royal dig- 
nity, which, of course, would add greatly to 
her social importance. Besides, the young 
King Alexander is only too willing to 
act the part of peacemaker. his life 
being made unbearable through v- 
ing to stand as the ivot around 
which his father’s and mother's quarrels are 
continually revolving. King Milan and Queen 
Natalie met a few days since face to face while 
driving in the Bois de Boulogne. One of the 
Queen’s suite reported to her that the King 
was heard to remark that she had never 
looked so beautiful, and asked what reflection 
had passed through ber mind at thus unex- 
pectedly meeting her husband. The Queen 
dreamily replied: ‘'I envied him his happi-

Controller May Prepares a Form He Thinks 


Will Be Acceptable. 

Corporation-Counsel Miller pre- 
pared and submitted to Controller May a 
form of special assessment voucher which it 
it is hoped will be negotiable and acceptable 
to contractors and investors both.

MORE LAND FOR OKLAHOMA. 


Rights of the Cherokees in the Outlet 
Likely to Be Purchased for $7,500,000, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 26.—Scarcely had 

the tide of settlement poured across the east- 
ern bounds of Oklahoma upon the ceded reser- 
vations of the Iowas, the Sacs and Foxes, the 
Shawneés, and the Pottawatomies ‘than nego- 
tiations were opened for new annexes to this 
rapidly-growing Territory. Under the escort 
of Capt. Woodson’s troop of the Fifth Cavalry 
the Cherokee Commission is once more on its 
rounds, trying to induce other tribes to take 
allotments in severalty and to sell the surplus 
lands then remaining to the government. 

The tribes and bands now to be visited in- 
clude the Tonkawas, the Poncas, the Pawnees, 
the Otoes and Missourias, and the Osages. It 
is therefore evident that the Commissioners 
are beginning on the bands within the Chero- 
kee Strip, and some new considerations are 
involved. 

These small reservations are found in the 
eastern part of the Cherokee Outlet, between 
» 96th and 98th degrees of west longitude.

BETTER ‘ENFORCEMENT or THE ORDI- | 


Maj. Ache; — that the Po- 
lice Justices did net enforce certain city ordi- 
nances, Inn Tarsuns told him that all that 
was needed was to report the matter to the 
Mayor, who could behead instanter any Jus- 
tice who was so neglectful of his duties. He 
took the hint and Friday the Mayor had a 
conference with the Police Justices. He told 
them that he and the Chief of Police wanted 
to free the city from crime and professional 
criminals as much as possible. They intended 
to have all thieves and suspicious characters 
arrested for vagrancy, and were desirous that 
the Justices should fine them up to the limit. 
It was desirable also, said the Mayor, to stop 
* solici * by professional women on the 
streets, and as a means to that end they should 
be fined heavily when arrested, which would 
send most of them to the bridewell, The 
Sustices promised to do all they could to sup- 
port the Mayor in his plans and doubtless they 
will keep their word. 

Then he called their attention to the ordi- 
nance which it had been asserted they did not 
assist in enforcing—the one against throwing 
dirt, rags, paper, straw, or other refuse into 
the streets—which was passed for the purpose 
of keeping the thoroughtares clean. One of 
them said half-apologeticaliy that its en- 
forcement would strike all of them,“ to which 
the Mayor replied that they would all have to 
pay their flues if found violating the ordi- 
nance. It is safe to say that the Justices will 
be leas tender-hearted than they have been 
and will impose fines with Roman firmness. 
If they do not they will know the conse- 
quences, 

The Mayor called the attention of his visit- 
ors to an ordinance which has been much dis- 
regarded, which forbids the acceptance of any 
man as surety for bail when he is on a bond 
which has been forfeited and not satisfied. 
This is a very necessary admonition. And 
with this parting final suggestion the confer- 


‘ence closed. There is reason to believe that it 


will result in much good and that the city or- 
dinances will be lived up to more closely thaa 
in the past. 


WHEN THE SANITARY BOARD I8 COOLEY- 
IZED 


Property-oyners in the Chicago Sanitary 
District who are fond of high taxes will be 
accommodated fully if Mr. Cooley is elected 
Trustee and his policy is adopted by the 
board.

MANAGEMENT. 

The improvement in the municipal manage- 
ment of city affairs upon the extravagant, slip- 
shod, and corrupt direction of the last Demo-

A NEW Gas SUPPLY, 
“Every coke oven is a gas plant, and that 


that city. The alleged failure of the natural 
gas wells has caused people to look around 
them in the hope of discovering fuel supplies 
elsewhere, and they have found them. The 
wonder is that nobody thought of it before. 
For many years the manufacturers of coke in 
the Pittsburg region have been allowing to 
escape into the air all the gas that is evolved 
in the production of eoke, amounting to bill- 
ions of cubie feet. That gas is precisely the 
same that used to be thade by the old-fash- 
ioned process inthis ana other cities before 
the advent of the water-gas process. About 
8,000 cubic feet of it can be obtained from 
every ton of good coal, and when purified it 
forms the illuminant which the makers of 
the same used to tell the public beats water 
gas hollow. Chemical analysis shows it to be 
worth three times as much as the water gas and 


| has two-thirds the value of natural gas for 


heating purposes. It is now proposed that 
this waste product of the coke ovens shall be 
utilized and piped to Pittsburg, and it is said 
the needs of that city can be more than 
supplied by the Frick ovens alone. It is tantal- 
izing to read in the same paper which contains 
this promise the assurance that this artifi- 
cial means of furnishing gas to Pittsburg will 
not be needed for some time to come, as the 
Philadelphia company expects to have more 
gas this winter than for years.” Can this 
mean that the natural gas is scarce only when 
those who-have it to sell think they have a 
monopoly of the business? 

It is curious, too, to read the statements 
made by interested parties about the difficul- 
ties which they claim will be found in the way 
of supplying to Pittsburg the gas made from 
coal, They say that after the gas has been 
“bagged’”’ at the oven there must be a power 
at the back of it to force it through the pipes, 
and that this will be enormously expensive. Al- 
so they raise the objection that it 1s not a 
fixed gas and is changing all the time by its 
own density, and that ndbody could tell what 
kind of stuff it would be if not used till six 
months after it is made. All that must be in- 
teresting to the old-fashioned gas men who 
used to make that kind and no other, and who 
considered themselves fortunate if they had 
gasometers with sufficient capacity for more 
than a twenty-four hours’ supply. And many 
a consumer in this city who has complained 
that his gas bills were too high because of un- 
necessary pressure in the days when he burned 
gas distilled from coal, may well be surprised 
to read that it would require constant pres- 
sure to distribute it, and this would necessi- 
tate expensive pressure machinery. You see 
it would be impractivable.”’ 


It is not impossible that some enterprising 


man will see a way out of this artificial dilem- 
ma, and let the Pittsburg folks know it. He 
can show the coke mien that it will be for 
their interest to make the coke near the place 
where they find customers for the gas. As in 
the case of Pittsburg this happens to be near 
the coal mines there should not be much 
trouble in solving the riddle which has hither- 
to balked the curiosity of the citizens of Pitts- 
burg—namely: how to get supplied at a fair 
price with fuel that is plentiful and would be 
cheap but for the intervention of a grinding 
monopoly. Furthermore, it would seem they 
have it in their power to get served with as 
much natural gas as they want for the present, 
and at reduced figures, by moving for the es- 
tablishment of coke ovens where the gaseous 
product can be piped to them through moder- 
ate distances. They would by that means 
prove the value of the old saw that Compe- 
titzon is the life of trade, and find also that 
in such case it would immensely serve the 
interests of the consumer.

PHARISAISM IN PUBLIC LIFE. 

The current number of the Arena contains 
an article under the significant heading of 
Pharisaism in Public Life,” which will be 
likely to attract attention, as it deals in per- 
sonalities by way of illustration and handles 
them without gloves. The general basis of 
the article no one who has the public interest 
at heart will care to dispute. The writer af. 
firms that insincerity, hypocrisy,~ and 
pharisaism in public life aré undermining the 
influence of our political fabric upon the pop- 
ular mind. More than this, i§ places a dan- 
gerous degree of power in the hands of pre- 
tentious, narrow, and bigoted individuals of 
small moral stature, who. in the exercise of 
their well-nigh despotic power bring punish- 
ment upon those who are less guilty than the 
officials themselves. USder such circum- 
stances pharisaism is a menace to the gtability 
of government and a sign of national decay. 

The writer of the. article in question cites 
three prominent cases as illustrations of the 
charges he brings. The first is that of 
Britton, who for some time was Au- 
thony Comstock’s legal adviser and sub- 
sequently withdrew from all connection with 
the Comstock society and organized one of 
his own, “The Society for the Enforcement 
of Criminal Law.“ He began operations with 
the arrest of the President of the American 
News company for selling the works of Bal- 
zac, Walt Whitman, and Count Tolstoi. When 
the case was brought to trial the courts 
promptly dismissed it, but the defendant has 
no redress. And yet a case of this kind could 
be put upon the docket by a man who is 
charged with,using his position for blackmail- 
ing purposes, who is a- gambler himself, and 
acknowledges he does not pay his gambling 
debts ! 

The seeond illustration is that of Comstock’s 
society, which secured the arrest some time 
since of the Rev. J. B. Caldwell, editor of the 
Christian Life, printed in Chicago, for pub- 
lishing a sermon on “Marital Purity,” deliv- 
ered by the Rev. C. E. Walker, a reputable 
Congregational clergyman. No notice was 
taken of the publication at the time, and in- 
deed it was not until nearly a year later, when 
Mr. Caldwell printed a criticism of the action 
of the anti-vice society, that he was arrested 
ostensibly for printing the sernion, but in 
reality for rétaliation in consequence of his 
criticism. The courts promptly dismissed this 
case also, but Mr. Caldwell had no redress and 
could secure no indemnity for his expense in 
defending himself or for the anxiety which 
was occasioned him,

To ‘SUPPLY QuoTa’ 


ROBERT Inh on HAS ‘OFFERED 
THEM TO OUTSIDE EXCHANGES, 


He Says He Will Furnish Them to the 
Variation of One-Sixteenth of a Cent, 
and in Consequence There Is the Pros- 
pect of a Pretty Fight on the Chicago 
Board of Trade—The Rules Laid Down 
by the Board of Trade fn Regard to This 
Matter—What Mr. Lindblom Has to flay. 

The old question of whether quotations of 
prices on the Chicago Board of Trade shall 
be sent out to all who desire them is coming 
up in a new form, and matters on the | board 
are shaping themselves for a pretty fight in 
which some nice legal points are involved. 

Robert Lindblom, one of the larger traders 


‘on the board; has offered to furnish quotations 


to the variation of one-sixteenth of a cent to 
the exchanges at St. Louis, Milwaukee, To- 
ledo, and New York—a proposition which 
brings Mr. Lindblom into direct conflict 
with the rules of the Chicago Board of Trade. 

A year ago the directors of the Chicago 

Board of Trade passed a resolution to the 
effect that the sending out of continuous quo- 
by any member of the board 
would be considered a violation of the 
rules of the board, and any 
member charged with the offense should be 
** subject to discipline.“ Discipline under 
the rules of the board may be censure, sus- 
pension, or expulsion. 
Mr. Lindblom, when interviewed yesterday, 
confirmed the dispatch published which stated 
that he had offered to furnish quotations to St. 
Louis, and said that he expected there would 
be a fight over the matter. If there was to be 
a fight, he said at would be a square one, con- 
ducted on the merits of the case. He held that 
the resolution was illegal and unconstitutional, 
and that the board had no right to dictate to 
what persons its members should or should 
not send quotanens. His proposition to fur- 
nish these quotations, he said, was in the line 
of the ——— of his business. It the 
board should attempt to discipline him, he 
would protect himself by first securing an in- 
junction and then fighting the matter out on 
its merits. 

Mr. Lindblom’s-confidence in his position 
is doubtless due to the fact that he has had 
excellent legal advice and believes that the 
law is with him. The Board of Trade, on the 
other hand, did not pass its resolution without 
considering its legality, and its officers are as 
confident of their position as Mr. Lindblom 
is of his. 

Another interesting feature of the case is the 
fact that a ticker company which went out of 
business two years ago’ is about to be reorgan- 
ized. If Mr.-Lindblom furnishes quotations 
to this company, as he says he will if it applies 
to him, Chicago Board ot Trade quotations 
wili be ticked off in all the hotels, billiard- 
rooms, saloons, bueket-shops in the city, 
and the board will find itself just where it was 
two L ago before the bucket-shop ficht 


— ‘bucket-shops then died hard and fought 
the Board of “Trade clear up to the isp oe 
Courts This court decided that if the 
of Trade furnished quotations to any indi- 
vidual or corporation it must furnish them to 
everybody who applied. To defeat the 
bucket-shops the board was therefore com- 
pélled to abolish ali official quotations and re- 
fuse to give them to the telegraph companies. 
Since that @ction there have been no official 
quotations. 

While the officers of the board will do or 
say nothing in the matter until the offense is 
committed and the charges preferred, it is not 
difficult to find how the directory views the 
matter. A member who is in full sympathy 
with the officers and in favor of the 
conservative policy of the board said he 
could not see why, if Mr. Lindblom were per- 
mitted fo send out these continuous quota- 
tions unchallenged, the board could not be 
justly. held to be a party to the act and re- 
quired to send the quotations broadcast at the 
request of every bucket-shop man in the 
country, For this/ reason he thought the 
board Would have to take action in case Mr. 
Lindblom carries outhis plans as outlined. 
Ultimately he believed the question would set- 

down to one of the constitutionality of the 
action of the board in passing the resolution 
referred to. 

Mr. Lindblom takes the ground that as 
these quotations will be known as Lindblom’s ~ 
quotations and will not be official, the stand- 
ing of the board in a legal sense in relation to 
_ Supreme Court decision will not be af- 


That there are two strong sides to the ques- 
tion is evidenced by the divided opinions of 
the members themselves. While the con- 

servative element voices the sentiment of the 
member quoted, there is a large class of liber- 
als which has never become reconciled to the 
abolition of the ticker service which upboids 
and applauds Mr. Lindblom in his proposed 
move,

Boston, Mass., Oct. 28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ] —He would bearash man who 
would undertake to maintain that any and 
every fad which “Works like a maggot’ th’ 
brain of civilized man has not had its day 
in Boston.

He 
made a secret of his treatment, and folk only 
knew that he was sume sort of a quack and 
that he was so fond of music that he had a 
violinist and a flutist boarding with him. It 
was only when the violinist and flutist afore- 
said came to blows over the woman that the 
whole thing came out. It seemed then that 
the woman was a singer, and that the doc- 
tor, who was old enough to be her father, 
had married her to attach her to his 
establishment.

From one art to another is but a step, 
there have been a number of thin 
est in the world of painters of late. Chief 
among them, perhaps, is the awarding of the 
Chandler Paris prize toa Lynn art student, 
one John B. Potter. The prize is $900 annual- 
ly for five years, with which the student is ex- 
ted to get on in Paris. It is the hope of 

r. Chandler, as those who keep track of the 
thing of course remember, to have similar 
scholarships founded in every large city in the 
Union, last winter a good deal was done 
in the way of making a beginning. In this 
case it is said that the founders of the prize 
have been especially lucky in having a first- 
rate man of unusual promise to begin with. 
There is a good deal in beginning well. 

The drawings of the successful candidate 
are on exhibition at the Art Museum, and the 
interest which they attract shows how deep a 
feeling for art there is among 4 certain class. 
In the last dozon years there has come over 
Boston an amazing change in the matter of 

inting. There is noWadays almost no mar- 

et for pictures here, and the artists are al) 
going to New York. Twenty-five years ago 
the West bought its pictures through Boston, 
where it now purchases through New York. 
There was a large class of men in Boston who 
bought, too, of local artists. Nowadays there 
is a marked tendency to buy foreign pictures 
orto goelsewhere for works of art. Since 
Mr. Quincy Shaw bought the pictures 
of the Barbizon school, which have so 
tremendously increased in value on 
his hands, every wealthy picture buyer 
in Boston wishes to become the patron of 
some now obscure genius, and to win both 
fame and a possible fortune in the same way. 
Just now the tendency is to buy the works of 
the leading impressionists, and more than one 
picture buyer expects to be able in the future 


to point to a canvas by Monet or some of his 


associates, and to say proudly: That is 
worth a cool hundred thousana now, though I 
bought it for a few hundred.“ 

It is also true that the absorption of culti- 
vated Boston in music has done not a little to 
depress the condition of the other arts here. 
This is one of the prices which the city. pays 
for its music, which is good enough almest to 
seem worth it. In time things will adjust 
themselves more evenly, no doubt, but in the 
meanwhile there are very few painters of real- 
ly first-rate merit left to us, 

At the Art Museum is also the exhibition of 
Mr, Walter Crane, which is shown for the 
first time in this country. It is very interest- 
ing, as everybody knew it would be; albeit it 
is not of that virile quality which would make 
it take a tremendous hold upon people. Mr. 
Crane himself is a quiet, taciturn English- 
man, with far-away look in his eyes, and with 
the air of being more concerned with an inner 
than with an outer world, A lady who met 
him ata ion given for him the other 
day exp much disappointment that he 
was not followed about by the minute crane 
which he always puts on the books he illus- 
trates, but it was 2 that he might be 
atraid that it would get stepped on in the 


press.

Feople— Edwin Arnold a Success—Lor- 
illard’s Sensible Housé Boat—A New 
Bridge Possible. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. ]|—New York has just learned of an im- 
mense gift that has long been in preparation 
by two of the very rich for many of the very 
poor, The gift is a half-million dollar build- 
ing, perfected for many educational and social 
purposes, and the givers are Mrs. William H. 
Vanderbilt and her son Cornelius, who, al- 
though much the richest of the late William 
H. Vanderbilt's sons, is also one of the-hard- 
est-worked men in the United States. The 
building is to known as St. Bartholomew’s 
Parish House, and there are to be mission 
services nightly in one of its rooms, a hand- 
some auditoriuin seating 800 persons and con- 
taining a pipe organ almost as large and 
fine as any in New York churches, But for- 
mal religious service is but one of many uses 
to which the building is to be put. There are 


‘school-rooms, reading-room, and bath-rooms 


gymnasium, and restaurant, all large, for the 
edifice measures 75x100 feet and is tive stories 
high. There are club-rooms for boys and for 
girls, for King’s Daughters and Endeavor So- 
oieties, a penny savings bank, and, apparently, 
conveniences for many other enterprises that 
have been suggested for the benefit of the 
very large and deserving class that is too poor 
to provide, such things for themselves. 
There will be a very large and well-appointed 
kindergarten, and schools, both day 
and night, for technical classes of the 
most practical kind. Boys will bé taught 
shorthand, typewriting, typesetting, wood- 
carving, and the use of tools, and girls will 
have a chance to lengthen their lives and save 
their tempers by learning cookery, dressmak- 
ing, and housekeeping. The restaurant will 
supply good food at cost, and the tenement- 
house people, of whom there are many thou- 
sands within ten minutes’ walk of the build- 
ing, will never lack opportunity for - bathing 
comfortably. Lectures and other entertain- 
ments are to be given frequently, and, indeed, 
nothing reasonable, necessary, and practica- 
ble seeins to have been forgotten. her be- 
nevolent enterprises of this kind are 
not unknown in New Tork, but 
none approach this in magnitude 
and completeness, nor have any of them suf- 
ficient money to do their work properly. It is 
understood, however, that at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s House there never will be any lack of 
funds, nor will the parish authorities ever 
have to pass the hat, or give church fairs, or 
devise other, telious methods of extracting 
money from unwilling pockets. It is safe to 
assume, too, that within the sphere of the 
parish’s influence there will be no talk about 
the heartlessness of the rich. Mrs. Vander- 
bilt and. her son are generally known to be 
very religious; it is not so well known that 
they are as charitable as they are rich.

The contest has proved anew 
the truth of two oft-made assertions: no law- 
yer is competent to draw his own will, and no 
court consisting of more than one Judge can 
agree asto the meaning and legality ofa 
lawyer’s will. Ifthe question at issue had 
been only as to Mr. Tilden’s intention, the 
court might have pulled together, but what has 
come to be called “‘ judge-inade law” had to 
be consulted. This being no law at all, but a 
compound of precedents of various ages and 
qualities, 

Meanwhile the defeated party to the con- 
test—the populace—is to have such consola- 
tion as can be purchased with about one-third 
of the estate, which the heirs-at-law. graciously 
concede from a fund, no. of which the 
testator intended should reach the said heirs 
at all. The sum will be about $2,000,000, 

apparently, from the share of the 
single heir named above. Two million 
dollars will stock a very large library, and as 
books are cheaper, better, and easier of access 
than when the Astor Library—New York’s 
only great free reading-room—was first 
opened, it is not improbable that« Mr. Tilden 
may yet have a lasting monument to keep 
men in mind of his noble intention. The As- 
tor, like any other library founded nearly half 
a century ago, contains an immense amount 
of material which, once the best of its kind, 1s 
now rubbish, and as it contains no literature 
of the kind known as “light,” the rubbish is 
not equal in commercial value to second-hand 
novels that are out of date.

According to the usual 
rate .of progress in American navy-yards 
it shou) not have been 5 for 
sea before Christmas, but the dommand- 
ant of the yard says he can have it ready 
to sail in a week if necessary. It will be 
our first armored vessel, in the modern sense 
of the term, to be ready for business, there be- 
ing about a foot thickness of iron and steel on 
ite sides and turrets. Although its deck is so 
near the water line as to make it appear small 
at a little distance it is really amonster in 
weight and armament. Many naval con- 
structors and workmen will be giad to see the 
end of it, at least for a little White, for there 
have been but few days in morethan twenty 
years in which the Miantonomah has not been 
in one navy-yard or other having something 
done to it or waiting to have som done. 
With no change of namé and little nge of 
lines it has been two different ships and is now 
ractically a third. All the changes have been 
or the better, but there is such a thing as a 
job hanging ou” so long that all concerned 
become heartily sick of it. Where it is to 
go is not yet known. It is a coast-defense 
vessel, so it seems unlikely that it will be 
sent around to Chile, * many naval officers 
declare that it could make its way there 
quite ds successfully; though not as rapidly, 
as some of the new cruisers.

Kleptomania has been defined as an irre- 
sistible impulse to steal. Is it a disease in 
itself? Here medical authorities differ, some 
regarding it as a disease per se, others as a 
symptom of insanity in one form or another. 

ne of the firet writers on insanity, Esquirol, 
was inclined to believe that there is such a 
disease, but his observed cases have been rele- 
gated to other forms of mental disease, es- 
pecially general paralysis, which in his day 
was not well understood. 

A propensity to steal is often a symptom in 
advanced insanity and imbecility. A poor de- 
mented creature will* be found gathering 
hoards of gold in the shape of yellow, glitter- 
ing stones or jewels in the guise of bits of 
broken glass. Yetit is related that persons 
who otherwise exhibit no signs of mental fail- 
ure may be afflicted with this form of impul- 
sive monomania, as a French author has 
called it.

Thousands of lots have been sold here 
in the last two years in that way—a small pay- 
ment down and balance in monthly in- 
stallments. Many of these were for actual 
use, but still more were bought purely for 
speculation. Among these latter it might 
readily be expected to find in the face of a 
dull market many defaults in the deferred 
payments. Asa rule, however, this is not the 


case,

“To understand Johnson at the White 
House one must take into consideration his 
surroundings.

A youag woman of Chicago who went 
abroad tor study found herself, by force of cir- 
cumstances which involve private affairs not 
worth the telling, in a financial condition 
which necessitated some little economy in the 
homeward trip. Therefore she went out of 
the beaten track of European visitors and 
made the homeward trip on a wretchedly slow 
and dirty steamer.

What the Ror De in the Corner- 
Stone of the Brooklyn Institute Recalled 
—Richard Adams Locke’s Fanciful Tele- 
scope and the Marvels It Revealed to a 
Fictitious Astronomer—Even Scientists 
Swallowed the Story—Peculiar People 
and a Singular Temple, 

When the workmen who are tearing down 


the old Brooklyn Institute Building removed 
the corner-stone they found underneath it a | 


leaden box which had been placed there at 
the time the building was erected. This box 
was taken to the Mayor’s office by the offi- 
cers of the institute and there opened in the 
presence of a number of old Brooklynites, and 
notably in the presence of ex-Mayor Hunter, 
who saw the box deposited under the corner- 
stone Oct. 31, 1835. 

The box is of lead, about eighteen in 
long, twelve inches wide, and six inches deep. 
On being broken open it was found to contain 
a number of coins and pamphlets, all of which 
had suffered greatly from dampness and 
mold. The coins are believed by Prof. 
Hooper of the Brooklya Institute to be old 
Jewish shekels. When they shall have been 
cleaned it will be possible to identify them be- 
yond a doubt. The bot contained no United 
States coins, and no document telling what

was the ceremony at the laying of the corner 
stone. ' ‘ 

There were copies of several New York pa- 
pers, dated Oct. 31, 1835, and a number of 
other things, including a large colored en- 
graving of Jacob Patchen, the last of the 
leather breeches, from whum Patchen street, 
Brooklyn, was named, 

But the most curious of all the contents of 
the leaden box were two large engravings and 
a pamphlet. These purported to be an ac- 
count and illustrations of Lunar animals and 
other objects discoverea by Sir John Herschel 
in his observatory ai the Cape of Good Hope.“ 
It was nothing more or less than the celebrated 
“Moon Hoax of 1835 rising from its grave. 
And it arose sb successfully that the next day 
several — newspapers referred to the 
engravings as illustrating discoveries made in 
Africa by Sir. John Herschel. 

The Moon Hoax” was probably one of 
the most successful hoaxes ever perpetrated 
on an unsuspecting public. Sir John Her- 
schel, the astronomer, had gone down to the 
Cape of Good Hepe to make observations 
of the moon. This much was authentically 
known, but of the exact nature of the observa- 
tions and of the instruments to be used there 
was not much known, either in England or 
this country. It was not very difficult, there- 
fore, to make the —_ believe almost any- 
thing as long as it had a certain amount of 
scientific weg OF 

Richard Adams ke, at that time an 
editor of the New York Sun, conceived the 
idea of perpetrating a gigantic hoax, and he 
set about doing it in a very careful way. He 
published an article in the Sun, a pamphlet 
reprint of which was the one found in the box 
under this corner stone, purporting to be a

reprint from a letter written by Sir John Her- 
schel to the Edinburg Journal of Science. It 
was entitled: Great Astronomical Discover- 
ies Lately Made by Sir John Herschel, LL. 
D., F. R. S., etc., at the Cape of Good Hope.“ 
and was accompanied by the engravi re- 
printed herewith. The pamphlet opened with 
the following boast: 

In this unusual addition to our journal we 
have the happiness of making known to the 
British public,-and thence to the whole civ- 
ilized world, recent discoveries in astronomy 
which will build an imperishable monument 
to the age in which we live and confer upon 
the present generation of the human race a 

roud distinction through all future time. It 
— been poetically said that the stars of 
heaven are the hereditary regalia of man as 
the intellectual sovereign of the animal crea- 
tion. He may now fold the zodiac around 
him with a loftier consciousness of his mental 
supremacy.” 

Then followed an account of bow Sir John’s 
expedition had been organized and a state- 
ment of the funds furnished by well-known 
scientista, and even by the heir to the British 
throne. The telescope. was minutely and 
scientifically described. It consisted of a huge 
lens weighing 14,826 pounds, which cast an 
image on a canvas, from which it was magni- 
fied 42,000 times by a microscope. To make the 
outlines clear artificial light was transfused 
through the microscope. The description of 
this telescope was so good that a number of 
scientific journals were deceived into believ- 
ing it to be true. Objects.on the moon were 
said to be brought into 2 ual to 
eighty terrestial yards. hen this had been 
accomplished, the pamphlet went on to state, 
most wonderful things were seen on the sur- 
face of the moon. There were vegetation, an- 
imals, and things resembling human beings. 
The latter were thus Aeserlbed: 

They averaged four feet in height, were 
covered, except onthe face, with short and 
glossy copper-coloread hair, and had wings 
composed of a thin membrane, without hair, 
lying snugly upon their backs from the top of 
the shoulders to the calves of the legs. The 
face, which was of a yellowish flesh color, was 
a slight improvement on that of the orang- 
outang, being more open and intelligent in its 
expression and having a much greater expan- 
sion of forehead.” 

One of the engravings accompanying the 
pamphlet showed a lunar scene with these 
wonderful inhabitants flying about. Lunar 
animals were also to be seen gamboling by the 
side of a lunar river. The other engraving 
showed a lunar temple. This was supposed to 
be a fane of devotio or of science,” “It 


mer named Nicollet, who had fled from France 
in 1830, so likely were the astronomical details 
of the hoax. But it eventually became known 
that Richard Adams Locke had written the 
marvelous tale. Mr. Locke was also the au- 
thor of another hoax known as The Lost

The Lost River. 

A puzzle to geologists is the Lost River of 
Idaho, It first appears in two threads of stream 
north ofthe Yellowstone Park. These streams 
come together forty miles above Idaho Falls City, 
and, forming a rapid river. flow along for two 
miles when the volume of water disappears sud- 
denly in a subterranean passage. A theory 
very generally entertained is that the Lost 
River comes to the surface again as part 
of the Snake River, which supplies Idaho 
Falls City with its wonderful water power. 
The Snake River has its origin in a little 
lake in Yellowstone Park that does not hold 
enough water to be the source of a at river. 
Nevertheless the Snake is 1,000 feet wide, a short 
distance east of the city, and in its limits pours 
a vast volume of water through a deeply-cut 
gorge. Here the river is so deep a plummet 
at nearly 400 feet bas not touched bottom.

Cuba and Puerto Rico. They asked the Gov- 
ernment of San Domingo, therefore, to take 
steps to negotiate a treaty with the United 
States which would protect in the latter’s mar- 
kets the San Dominican products. 

But their request went unheeded. The gov- 
ernment was poor, and besides, did not share 
in views of the American planters on the isl- 
and. It declined to spend any money feeing 
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SCHWATKA IN ALASKA. 
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Additional Details of His Thrilling Es- 
‘eapes and Valuable Finds, 
Vicrorta, B. C., Oct. 28.—Additional partic 


ulars of Lieut. Schwatka’s perilous trip 


through Alaska are full of interest. No less 
than eieven large rivers were crossed.
